T lie M ystery S urro u n d in g th e Suicide of 
H elen H irsh b o ck . 


S a n F r a n c isc o, March 10ih.—Helen Hirsh­ 
bock, a rather handsome young Germ.au wo­ 
m an was found dead yesterday moniiusr iu her 
room at 426 Hayes street. All the crevices 
about the door and windows were stuffed with 
tissue paper, and the gas jet was turned on full 
head. It is supposed that some unfortunate 
love affair caused her to take her own life. Two 
of her most intim ate friends say they know the 
cause of her suicide, but refuse to* talk about 
the m atter until after the funeral. 
Coroner Eaton held an inquest to day in the 
case, but nothing new was elicited. Mrs. M. 
Harman, the landlady oí toe house where Miss 
Hirshbock lired declined to answer any qnes 
tions concerning the causes leading to the sui­ 
cide. 
She acknowledged that she had been taken 
into her roomer’s confidence, but declined to 
make any statement which would throw light 
on the mystery. 
Mrs. Wiggin, another confidante of the de­ 
ceased, also proved to be a very reluctant wit­ 
ness. She testified that Miss Hirshbock had 
told her of the causes which might lead her to 
commit suicide. What these causes YTere Mrs. 
Wiggin would not tell. 
Coroner Eaton closely questioned both these 
witnesses, as also did the jurors, but they failed 
to make them reveal anything which might 
dispel the myste-y surrouuding the suicide. 
The jury leturned a verdict fiudiug that the 
deceased came to her d?ath from gas poisoning, 
but the cause oí the suicide was not ascertained. 


PO RTLA N D ITEM *. 


S hrew d R eal E sta te A gent—A lleged Case 
o f M urder. 
Portland (Or.), March 10th.—For the past 
few days the talk of the tOYvn has been the very 
sharp trick alleged to have been played upon 
C. A.Alisky by a real estate dealer who mulcted 
the former out of $5,000. 
The story goes that Alisky desired to dispose 
of his Third and Morrison street property for 
$175,000, and bonded the same to the real estate 
dealer. Several days thereafter a man, claim ­ 
ing to hail from Montana, called on Alisky and 
offered him $200,000 for the property, aud it is 
alleged deposited a foríeit oí $600 
The real estate man holding the bond released 
it upon receipt of $5.000 from the owner of the 
property, but the climax to the afi'ai: so far is 
that the Montana man has not since been seen. 
W. S. Ladd, the banker, was the first to put 
his signature on the subscription to Hunt s rail­ 
way. The amount of his subscription is $500,COO. 
The first day’s work of the solicitors will amount 
to SI,000.000. 
The chemists who analyzed the s!omach of 
George L Becker, who recently died suddenly, 
report finding sufficient arsenic therein to kill 
forty men. The Coroner’s Jury returned a ver­ 
dict that he came to his death by poison adm in­ 
istered by parties to them unknown. 
The United Foundrymen’s Association sent 
here for moldczs to fill the places of the striker 
at San Francisco. They are meeting with very- 
poor success. 


S TR IK IN G M OLDEES. 


P ic k e ts S tatio n ed In th e V icinity of tlie 
F o u n d ry . 


S a n F r a n c isc o, March 10th.—The Executive 
Committee of the Union had all of the appren­ 
tice boys, who are also on a s'.iike, before them 
yesterday. The object of the meeting was to 
make arrangements for paying the apprentices 
a weekly allowance while the strike l«s*s. 
It was decided to pay those apprentices who 
were receiving J2 a day S7 per week, and Si per 
week to those who received less salaries from 
their employers. The boys expressed them ­ 
selves as being perfectly satisfied with the ar 
rungement. 
Iii front of the different foundries that the 
molders have walked out of may be noticed 
pickets, stationed by the Union to prevent the 
foundries from securing uon-Uniou men. 
Jn reply to the quest ten ‘What is the state of 
affairs to-day *:’' the Executive Committee in­ 
formed a reporter that the subject of starting a 
co-operative foundry was fceing discussed. It is 
asserted chat a number of capitalists waited on 
the Executive Committee on raturday last and 
de. ired to inform the Union that financial as­ 
sistance could be obtained if they desire! to 
start a foundry for themselves 
Upon this m at­ 
ter much talk is being indulged in to-day in the 
Executive Committee rooms. 
No information was given out about what 
steps the Union would take concerning the im­ 
portation of non-Union men from the East to 
take the place of the strikers.

The released prisoner had gone only a short 
distance wihh his friend when lie became 
fr.ghtened and wanted to return to hi* prison.

About noon he appeared to wake out of his 
lethargy, but only for a few moments.

Why he 
left h s home or what his experiences had been 
he did not say. 
Why Raefeid was taking with the reporter. 
Osterman continued to stride up and down the 
room.

His head is very small

To trade votes is an offense against 
the law—in fact, it is a species of 
bribery; the giving of a vote for a con­ 
sideration, a promise for a promise and the 
very suggestion should, therefore, be of­ 
fensive to the good citizen. In the second 
place, there is no need whatever to trade 
any votes in favor of any Republican 
nominee. Every one of them will be 
elected. They will all have good majori­ 
ties if Republicans will come to the polls 
, ;u^l vote and work. Their majorities 
S á^h e reduced by trading and by staying 
at home or the place of business, and 
there is a bare possibility that trading and 
indifference may defeat one Republican 
candidate. There is, therefore, every rea­ 
son for Republicans refusing all offers to 
trade, not only with indignation, bat with 
the rebuke that the proceeding is unlaw­ 
ful and a criminal offeuse. 
Mr.. H o w a rd is an oid-line Republican’ 
a man who has worked for and in the 
party through thick and thin, aud he is 
therefore entitled to the full party support. 
He is an old fireman, both under the vol­ 
unteer and the paid system. He is thor- 
ougly informed in the duties of a fireman, 
and therefore competent to supervise the 
Department as a Commissioner. More 
than that, he is an enthusiastic fireman; 
one of the kind who loves the life because 
of the danger and the heroism in it. He 
is thereforeqnalified by spirit for the place 
to which he now aspires. Mr. Goode is s. 
good enough man, but he has no more 
knowledge of the duties of a fireman than 
Mr. How ard has of the intricacies of the 
art of the printer. True, as has been said, 
we have had many men in the Commis­ 
sion who had no experience as firemen, 
who could not enter into the spirit of the 
calling or closely sympathize with or 
discipline the mem But this is no 
reason why, when a thorough fireman pre­ 
sents for the office, that we should con­ 
tinue to put into the Commission the old 
kind of officials. 
T h e efforts that are being made to de­ 
feat Warren Drew for Chief of Police are 
reasons strong for voting for him. When­ 
ever the kind of men Dillman rallies about i 
him set their faces against a man, that 
jnan is a good one to cultivate. Mr. Drew 


is a clean, fair-minded, competent, ener­ 
getic citizen. He is a thoroughly good 
mechanic, he is qualified by experience in 
office, and has proved his capacity to do 
well whatever he undertakes. 
He is 
mixed up in no public scandals, and is not 
hampered by any political entanglements. 
Opposed to him is a man who has been in 
the office once, and whose administration 
of it was a stench in decent nostrils. He 
is so anxious to get into the berth again 
that he has offended men r ! his own party 
by coming into the Convention after others 
had made a fight for the nomination, sup­ 
posing that he would not appear in the 
Convention at all. He has behind him a 
backing that is not the kind good citizens 
wish to see have a “pull” upon any official. 


Som e officious people have set afloat the 
story that “down-town” leaders and workers 
in Republican ranks are preparing to sup­ 
port Dillman. It is a baseless story and there 
is no truth in it. The “down-town” lead­ 
ers and workers, recognized as such by all, 
declare that the story is absurd and an in­ 
vention of the enemy. They say that not 
only will they not support Dillman, but 
that they will stand for the whole Repub­ 
lican ticket and labor tor the election of 
every man on it, Probably to-day plenty 
of false stories will be circulated regarding 
the action of leading members of the Re­ 
publican party in the direction of under­ 
cutting. Believe none of them ; they are 
the common devices of the enemy which 
uniformly practices the tactics of endeav­ 
oring to create dissension and distrust in 
the Republican ranks. 


T h e strength of Mr. H art for City At­ 
torney is such that everybody concedes his 
election. But there is danger in over­ 
confidence. Because we believe that Mr. 
H art will be elected is no reason for trad­ 
ing off any votes he should have in order 
to capture by barter a few Democratic 
votes. The thing to do is to give Mr. 
H art his full vote. There is no need 
whatever to trade for him, or to trade oft' 
any of his support. Trading, as we have 
elsewhere said, is an offense, anyhow, and 
voters who are self-respecting will not in­ 
dulge in it, but obey the laws and not be 
guilty of dealing in bribery considerations 
of any character. 


M r. Comstock voluntarily to a citizen 
of another city, indorsed Mr. Gregory as 
one of the best and most energetic Mayors 
the city of Sacramento ever had. That 
being the opinion of the Democratic nom­ 
inee at a time when he was not a nominee, 
it is unlikely that as an honest man he 
has changed his views. It will, therefore, 
be in harmony with Mr. Comstock’s advice 
to vote for Mr. Gregory.

FREEMAN M'COMBER. 
D eath of a Form er Sacram entan in Santa 
B arbara County. 
The Santa Barbara Press of Sunday last 
anuonnces the death there of Freeman Mc- 
Cornber, a former resident and official of 
this county. Deceased was born in Os­ 
wego county, New York, in 1831, and came 
to California from Ohio in 1852. He first 
engaged in teaming on the Georgetown 
route, and in farming on the Natoma ranch 
in this county, making his home near Fol­ 
som. In 1856 he was elected Public Ad­ 
ministrator of Sacramento county, being 
the only successful candidate on his ticket, 
which office he held for two years. For 
eleven years he made Sacramento county 
his home, and in 1863 he moved to Lake 
Tahoe, where he met and married Miss 
Ellen D. Schornp, whom he survived bat a 
short five months. For many years he was 
prominently identified with the Lake Ta­ 
hoe and Carson region, dealing in timber 
and timber lands at times, and at other 
times in the coal, wood and lime business 
in Carson City. 
In 1884, by reason of his wife’s delicate 
health, he sold out his interests in Carson 
and thereabouts and sought the -more 
genial climate of Southern California. 
Here he engaged largely in the parchase of 
land and in its development. For several 
years his home was in San Diego county. 
Here he was one of the founders of the 
Murietta Colony, was President of the 
Temecula Land and Water Company, Su­ 
perintendent of the Paubo Land and Water 
Company, and held other positions of trust 
and influence. He was heavily interested 
in Oceanside lands and in the prosperity 
and development of that thriving town. In 
1887 he went to Santa Barbara to make his 
home, retaining, however, his interests in 
San Diego county. He was at one time 
President of the Santa Barbara Transfer 
Company, and identified with many other 
local enterprises. 
Freeman McComber was a man of un­ 
doubted probity, of a kindly disposition, 
but a firm character. He died loved by all 
who knew bim.

C ongress P re p a re d to R eceive th e C alt- 
foru ia R ivers C om m ittee. 
The Executive Committee of the Califor­ 
nia Rver Improvement Convention have 
received a telegram from Senator Hearst, 
in Washington, saying. 
"The delegation should come on at once, as 
time is growing short.” 
And another telegram from Congressman 
McKenna, saying; 
"The Committee on Rivers and Harbors will 
hear the California delegation on their arrival.” 
There will be a joint meeting in San 
Francisco, next Wednesday evening, of the 
Executive Committee and the delegation 
selected to go to Washington, when details 
will be arranged, and it is expected that 
the delegation will leave' for Washiogton 
the present week. 
The ten representatives to the River Con­ 
vention from Yuba and Suiter counties 
have held several meetings to consider the 
important matter oí sending the delegation 
to Washington, and reached the conclu­ 
sion that the Feather river should have a 
representative in the delegation as well as 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin and San 
Francisco harbor. 
Last Thursday they 
sent a committee to this city to cooler with 
Dp. G. M. Dixon, Chairman of the Execu­ 
tive Committee, and proposed to name an 
additional delegate to represent Yuba and 
Sutter counties, his expenses to be paid by 
said counties, and provided snch action 
would receive the indorsement of the 
Executive Committee. 
They were assured that such action 
would be heartily indorsed, and yesterday 
Dr. Nixon received official notice that they 
had selected Hon. George Ohleyer, of Snt- 
ter county, as their representative. 
Mr. Ohleyer wa3 previously selected by 
the Executive Committee as one of the 
alternates. He is a man of large experi­ 
ence, and will be a strong and valuable ad­ 
dition to the delegation, which will now 
consist of six well-known influential men, 
who have the interests of the California 
rivers at heart, and will work zealously 
and unitedly with our Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives in Washington to secure the 
Special Commission and appropriation 
asked for by the River Convention. 
It is sincerely hoped that nothing will 
occur to prevent the fall consummation of 
the plans now being developed by the 
Executive Committee, for if they are suc­ 
cessful—and they are very sanguine of 
securing the appointment of a Commission 
—California will enter upon a new era of 
prosperity which will ere long astonish 
many of our citizens, who, under the pres­ 
ent deplorable condition of our riveis, are 
disposed to be far from sanguine of the

IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


T h e E x ec u tiv e C o m m ittee A b a n d o n s th e 
P e r m a n e n t E x h ib it R u lld in g . 
The Executive Committee of the Im ­ 
provement Association met last evening in 
Justice of the Peace Baker’s office, on I 
street. There were present Messrs. Luhrs, 
Devlin, Baker, 
Dray, 
Lindley, Briggs, 
Batcher and Parkinson. 
After the minutes of the previous meet­ 
ing had been dispensed with, Secretary 
Baker read the regular monthly report 
of Superintendent Medley, of the Perma­ 
nent Building. It showed that there were 
something like 150 visitors there since the 
last report. 
Chairman Luhrs Btated that in accord­ 
ance with the wishes of a majority of the 
members of the Association, he had in­ 
formed Superintendent Medley that after 
March 10th his services would be dispensed 
with, and the Association would cease to 
maintain the exhibit. The exhibit had 
proved a failure so far as Sacramento city 
was 
concerned, he 
said, and as the 
Association was out of funds it was 
not 
practical or 
advisable to main­ 
tain it 
any 
longer. 
The 
Chairman 
added that Mr. Mediev had shown him a 
letter from W. H. Mills, requesting the 
proposed action of the Association, and in­ 
timating that the State Board of Trade 
might take hold of the building and main­ 
tain it. Mr. Medley, said the Chairman, 
had asked the privilege of staying at the 
building withont pay until the State Board 
of Trade could be heard from. Personally, 
said Mr. Luhrs, he was sorry to see the 
building go, but such had to be the case. 
The Association was getting no assistance 
now from either the city or county. The 
products which were shown had to be pur­ 
chased, as a rule, and were not donations. 
He did not consider it fair that the mem­ 
bers of 
the Improvement 
Association 
should contribute from their private purses 
constantly to keep the exhibit alive. 
Secretary Baker said he recently had a 
talk with the President of the State Board 
of Trade, and the latter said it was likely 
that the State Board would take hold of the 
building. Mr. Baker then moved formally 
that the office of Superintendent of the Ex­ 
position Building be abolished, but that 
Mr. Medley be permitted to remain in 
charge pending action of the State Board of 
Trade. 
Other members expressed views similar 
to those of the President, and Mr. Baker’s 
motion was adopted. 
Various matters pertaining to the city’s 
condition were discussed, but no other 
business was transacted.

IT’S ALL RIGHT.

The case of Brannigan vs. E. J. Gregory 
and others, which was an application for a 
writ of injunction to prevent the issuance 
and usage of the supplemental register at 
to-day’s election, came up for hearing be­ 
fore Superior Judge Armstrong yesterday. 
Add 
C. 
Hinkson 
appeared for the 
plaintiff, while Major W. A. Anderson, 
District Attorney E. Bruner and Assistant 
District Attorney, A. T. Bruner, represented 
the defendant. 
The case was argued pro and con all 
day, and innumerable authorities were 
cited in support of each side. 
The plaintiff contended that tax-payers 
had the right at any time to enjoin pro­ 
ceedings that tended to increase the burden 
of taxation; that the making-np of the 
supplemental register tended to iucrease 
the burden of taxation; that the issuance 
was illegal, and that the law did not pto- 
vide for the payment of the printing of it. 
District Attorney Bruner replied that if 
the law did not provide for the payment of 
the printing of the register, the present in­ 
junction proceedings were premature, as 
no bill had as yet been presented for the 
priming of it. 
W. A. Anderson made the closing argu­ 
ment for the defense, and also contended 
that the proceedings were premature. He 
argued that the proper time to apply for a 
writ of injunction was when a demand was 
made upon the Treasury for the printing, 
at which time there wonld be room for ar­ 
gument as to whether or not the paying of 
the bill would constitute as increase of the 
burden of taxation. 
The case was submitted to the Court late 
in the afternoon. Judge Armstrong de­ 
cided promptly that he had no authority 
to prevent the use of the supplemental reg­ 
ister at the polls. In regard to the pay­ 
ment of the printing bill, he could see no 
authority for that, either. Still, as there 
might be room for argument on this mat­ 
ter. he gave the attorneys five days in 
which to look it up and present it to him. 


FREEMAN'S PARTNER. 


W a s W ilk e an A c ce sso r y to tlie M urder 
o f M ark F e e le y ? 
In the accounts of the murder of Mark 
Feeley at Antelope recently by Cbas. Free­ 
man, the statement was made that “Free­ 
man's own brother-in-law volunteered the 
information to the Assistant District Attor­ 
ney that only recently Freeman told his 
(the brother-in-law’s) wife that he intended 
to put the cook out of the way. ” 
J. A. Easton, the brother-in-law men- 
tiened, was in town yesterday, and stated 
that it was Wilke, Freeman’s partner, who 
said this to his (Easton’s) wife instead of 
Freeman. It occurred several days prior to 
the murder, and Freeman and Wilke were 
on a spree together. Mr. Easton drove up 
with his wife, and went into the store, leav­ 
ing his wife in the vehicle. Wilke ap­ 
proached her, and putting his foot on one 
of the wheels, told her that he and Free­ 
man had notified their employer, Mr. De 
Kav, that he must discharge the cook (the 
deceased). In conclusion he stated that if 
De Kay did not get rid of him, they—Free­ 
man and himself—would put him out of 
the way. 
Wilke, it will be remembered, was ar­ 
rested immediately after the inquest, upon 
the demand of Freeman, who asserted that 
Wilke wa3 “in it’’ as much as he was.

The rainfall for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 5 p. m. yesterday was insufficient 
to measure, according to the Signal Service 
ombrometricai instrument, used for deter­ 
mining the precipitation, including rain, 
dew, fog, snow, hail and frost. The total 
for the season, therefore, remains at 29.25 
inches, as against 10 50 inches to a corre­ 
sponding date last year. 
The temperature at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m.

W a s h in g t o n , March I0tb.—Senator Stanford 
presented the following resolution in the Senate 
to-day: 
, 
. 
. 
Wheseas, There is a itringency .a money 
money and reach consequent distress, the 'en­ 
ergies of the country beiug depressed, and laige 
portions of funning communities being heavily 
burdened aud struggling foi relief: and whereas, 
the United tates Government is alone author­ 
ized to make money, which shall be legal 
tender, whether it bevtamped upon paper, sil­ 
ver or Isold; and whereas, the value of these 
commodities, when used as money, depends en­ 
tirely upon the stamp of the Government mak­ 
ing It iegal tender; and whereas, it has been 
found that money advauced by toe Government 
upon its own bonds to holders thereof has fur­ 
nished the best and most acceptable currency 
through which to*day in our country most of 
the eichange^are made; aud whereas, the pres 
ent stringency is largely due t • the retirement 
of Government bonds, which have been to 
largely the basis of our circulating medium: 
and whereas, if- is of great consequence to na­ 
tional and individual interests th&i 
credit 
should be established wheie merited, as far as 
it i s p r a c t i c a b l e : and whereas, the Gov­ 
ernment can do this abundantly without risk to 
itself upon much of the property of the country, 
as it is now doing upon its own bonds on whi -n 
it ¿payinginterest; and wherea*, loans upon a 
property basis would furnish all the money 
needed without cost to the Government, aud a 
fair rate of interest paid by the borrower would 
give to the Govern men; for the use of ils credit 
in bills a large income, tberr fore be it 
Ketcircd, 1 hat the Committee on Finance be 
instructed to iuquirc wbat relief may be had, 
particularly whether leans may not be made by 
the Government upon mortgages deposited with 
it upon real estate, independent of improve­ 
ments, at eueh rate and to such amount only as 
will make Security to the Government p*erfect. 
the Government to receive some small rate of 
interest (from 1 to 2 per cent.), ample comp, nsa- 
tion for the use of its credit; and to pievent 
undue application for loans beyond the needs 
of the country the Government, as a farther 
restraint and provision against an over-issue, if 
such things be possible, upon perfect security 
where the interest is very slight, shall provide 
to call in such a percentage of its loans, from 
time to time, upon reasonable notice, as ir may 
deem necessary at its own discretion for the 
welfare ot the nation. 
Senator Stanford in presenting his resolutior 
said : 
•‘From the eadiest civiiizition there has ex­ 
isted in ail Countries need of some ecmmodity 
that will ttand as the representative of values 
through which exchange can be made, without 
the commodities thermeives being passed from 
I and to hand. In the process of time gold and 
silver came into use for this purpose—of equal­ 
izing exchange— and to-day, when stamped by 
responsible Governments, th<se metals have 
value as money far beyond any possible value 
they might hive were they only used in the 
arts. 
“Money becomes valuable as it s'imulates in­ 
dustry and facilitates the exchange of the 
products of men’s labor. 
“A Government bond is valuable to the holder 
on account of the interest it earns. As an ener­ 
getic factor in the transactions of men it only 
amounts to the percentage which it draws, but 
when bondholders, by deposiiing with the Gov­ 
ernment, receive back 90 per cent, in Govern­ 
ment bills, 90 per cent.iot its value becomes en­ 
ergized into an active commodity, giviug em­ 
ployment to the energies of the country. 
“In a like manner if a fanner were able to 
borrow from the Government without interest 
a certain amount of its coin, giving his farm as 
security, therefore to that extent his laud would 
become an active force, and he would be en­ 
abled whi e giving employment to the extent of 
the money loaned him to improve his farm and 
increase its value to the full amount. 
“Thus i he Government loar, would be doing a 
double duty. Now the activities of this money 
do not terminate with its expenditures by the 
farmer; tho:-c who have received it in their 
turn will make use of it, as an energizing factor 
in the forces ot life to an indefinite period. As 
money employs labor, it brings to life a contin­ 
uing force, labor begetting labor as certainly 
as Rs fruits are valuable. 
“Another way by which we can appreciate 
what money actively used tnay perform in the 
settlement of balance is tobe found in the value 
of commodities produced and exchanged as 
compared with the amount of money in circula- 
Jion. How f*r the boundless resourc-.s of our 
country shall be put into activity depends not 
only uron the active industry of our people, but 
upon the power necessary to induce that indus­ 
try and it should be the fjstering care of the 
Government to see tha such industry receives 
every encouragement. 
“An abundant supply of money means to in­ 
dividuals of capacity a field fur the use of their 
abilities in prosecuting their various callings of 
life, and will be paiticulariy valuable to as­ 
sociations of individuals by affording them 
facilities for obtaining capital for the transac­ 
tions or every kind. 
An abundance of money 
means universal activity, bringing in its train 
ail the blessings that beloug to the constantly 
emp’uyed, industrious, intelligent p op'.e. 
“If tliese proposed loans c mid be mr.de by 
the Government without risk I do not think there 
would be m y serious obstacle to the accom­ 
plishment ot the object of this resolution. In 
iny opinion, ample pr t ctiou would be afforded 
the Government if it limi.ed its loan to one- 
half or one-qop.rtcr the asses-cd value of the 
property given as security and upon the ap­ 
praisement of Government officers especially 
selected fori hat duty. 
“It seems to me that the great thought of hu­ 
manity should be how to secure the greatest 
advantage to the great multitude of toilers, in­ 
crease- tlteir power oi production and eleva*e 
their condition. 
“We know lost great improvement is within 
the provisions of i'rovi *encs, and in the pros­ 
perity of the musses of peojle the prosperity of 
all is assured. 
“Man is the rigi t ful heir to peace and pros­ 
perity, and very m oh depends on the intelli­ 
gence- of the Governments to represent the asso­ 
ciated capacities and interest ot the whole. To 
me. one ot' the most effective moans of placing 
at man’s disposal the force inherent in value 
of property is by thoroughly iarnlshii'g a 
bountiful supply of money based upon unques­ 
tioned and secure values.1’

HER MANN ON HOPS. 
The Wa^s and Means Committee to-day heard 
further arguments upon the proposition to in ­ 
crease the duty on hops. Representative ner­ 
mann, of Oregon, denied the statement which 
had been made that the people of the Pacific 
slope did not desire to increase the doty on hops. 
Chinese labor was becoming very scarce and 
dear. Indians could no longer be had, land was 
increasing in value, and all these things meant 
an incre«scd cost in the production of hops. At 
present the actual cost of growing them on the 
Pacific coast was from 8 to 10 cents a pound. 
Representative Sutter worth argued in opposi­ 
tion to the increase of duty. He affirmed his 
protection principles, but held that thi< was a 
case where an increase of duty did not meau 
added protection. New York State was iu the 
position of No'thern Ohio, in that she was try­ 
ing with worn-out lands, un&uited climatically, 
to compete wi’h the fertile and productive 
West. One section of the country could not be 
protected against another by any such device as 
an increase of duty. 
DUTY ON COFFEE. 
Representative O’Donnell of Michigan intro­ 
duced a bill iu the House to-day providing for 
the collection of a duty on coffee equivalent to 
the export duty levied by certain countries 
Coffee coming irom those countries not exacting 
export duties shall be admitted free and when 
nations now collecting duties ou coffee exported 
to the United States shall abolish the same no 
duty will be collected at any American port.

WORLD’S 
FAIR. 


C om m issioners to be A ppointed from the 
Various States. 
Washington, March 10th.—The special House 
Sub-Committee on the World’s Fair held an­ 
other conference with the visiting Chicago dele­ 
gation to day and completed the bill, which 
will be presented to the full committee as soon 
the Chairman cau call it together. 
A lew changes were made iu the provisions 
for a national Commission, which will be com­ 
posed of two members from each cíate, nomi­ 
nated by the Governors and appointed by the 
President. This was retained, but au amend­ 
ment was added providing that the Commis­ 
sioners be divided equally between the two po­ 
litical parties, and that these Commissioners 
shall have entire control of the fair instead of 
the local incorporators. 
It was also suggested that the President do 
not appoint Commissioners until the Chicago 
men have raised 55,000,000 and given satisfactory 
assurance of their ability to supply another 
$5,000,003 if needed. 
The Government Commissioners are to have 
control of the operation of the fair, the appoint­ 
ment of the juries, the distribution of awards, 
etc., but the Illinois corporation is to prepare the 
site for the construction of buildings ana. retaiu 
control of the financial affairs. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


SACRAMENTO MARKET. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Washington. March 10th.—Among the Mils 
reported and pieced ou the calendar in the .Sen­ 
ate to-day was one for tbe construction of Post­ 
office buildings in towus and cities where the 
Postoffice receipts have for the last three years 
exceeded 83,0 ü a y ear. 
The bill fixing the times and places for hold­ 
ing the United States Courts iu the Staie of 
Washington was passed. 
Public building bills for the State of Washing­ 
ton were reported and placed ou the calendar as 
follows: Tacoma, Seattle and Spokane Falls, 
$100.000; Wall ft Walla. 530,000. 
Senator Stanford offered a preamble and reso 
lutioni instructing the Committee on Finance to 
inquire what relief for existing agricultural de­ 
pression may be furnished by the United States, 
and particularly whether loans may not be 
made by the Government on mortgages on real 
estate, independent of improvements, at such 
rates and to sach amounts as will nuke the 
security to tlio Government perfect. Provision 
is made that the Government shall receive some 
small rate of interest, such as one or two per 
cent., and shall be able to c *11 in a percentage 
of the loans from tiaie to time a‘. its discretion. 
He submitted remarks in support of the resolu­ 
tion. It was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. 
Senator Flumb offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, calling on the Secretary cf the In­ 
terior for a s aremeut as to the cause of 
withholding patents for lands within the limitj 
of the Union Pacific laud grants. 
The bill appropriating $510,00} for a public 
building at Sait Lake City. Utah, was passed. 
A Drge number of petitions were iu’roduced, 
including those favoring the free coinage of 
siiver from Alabama, Nebraska and California, 
and those opposing the redaction of the du y on 
sugar. 
The Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Flections reported back the resolu’ions sustain­ 
ing Chaudlei’s charges against CaII cf chang­ 
ing his remarks between the time of utterance 
and of printing in tbe Record, and directed that 
the remarks be stricken from the Record. 
Mttchs’l introduced a petition from the citi­ 
zens of Oregon praying that certain lauds pat­ 
ented to the Northern Pacific Railway be for­ 
feited 
On motion of Senator Sherman, the bill pro­ 
viding for the inspection of meats for exporta 
tion, prohibiting the importation of adulterated 
articles cf food or drink, and authorizing the 
President to make a proelamation iu certain 
eases, was taken from the calendar. 
Manderson suggested that one of the great 
troubles in connection with the exportation of 
meat producís was the municipal requirements 
of foreigu countries, 
aud asked Sherman 
whether there was anything in the bill that 
could remedy that trouble. 
Sherman said that for several years past re­ 
strictions hud been imposed In France, Ger­ 
many and Great Britain on the importations of 
meat products. The general complaint made 
iu all those countries w as that there was no 
meat inspectiou laws in the United States such 
as existed iu European countries. It is be­ 
lieved that the passage of the bid would enable 
the proper au* horit ies cf the United states to pro­ 
cure and release various restrictions, more or 
lcs«, and would thereby add at least 850,060,000 
to American exportations of beef products. 
Bates remarked that several bills kiudre I to 
this one were pending before theAgricultur.il 
Committee; that it was a matter of vast im­ 
portance ; that the pending bill w?s a substitute 
tor the original bill aud had only been reported 
last wees, and more time should be allowed for 
the consideration of the measure. 
The discussion was further participated in by 
Allison, Plumb, Teller and Edmunds, when the 
hour o? 2 o’clock arrived, when the bill was 
laid aside without action and tbe educational 
bill taken un. 
Higgins addressed the Senate in advocacy of 
the but, and Jones of Arkansas followed Hig­ 
gins. He said the Legislature of his State had 
instructed her Senators to vote against the bill, 
snd he should obey those instructions. 
: At the close of Jones* speech tlie Senate pro­ 
ceeded to vote on the amendments proposed by 
the committee, and they were severally agreed 
to. 
The bill was then laid aside, and after an ex­ 
ecutive session the Senate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g t o n . March 10th —In the House to 
da* the Senate resolution was concurred iu pro­ 
viding for Senate and House Committees on 
Immi ration to jointly investigate the workings 
ot various laws of the United States and the 
several States relative to immigration. 
The resolution was amended to direct the 
joint committee to investigate the effect on 
American workingmen likely to follow the pur- 
chnsz cf American industries by foreign capital­ 
ists. 
The Socr was then accorded to the Commit*ee 
on the District of Columbia. 
The District business having been completed, 
the Senate bid was passed for takixg the census 
of Alaska. 
The Senate bill was p«s«ed to prevent the in­ 
troduction ol contagious diseases from one State 
to another. 
A bill was pa«sed authorizing the construction 
oí a bridge across the Columbia river between 
Oregon and Washington. 
Lácy of Iowa, from the Committee on Elec­ 
tions. reported a resolution for the appointment 
cf i sub "committee to make & full and tnorougi 
investigation oi the conrested election case of 
CUytnxi versus Breckinridge. 
Lacy <at t>he request of Brcekinridge) offered 
an amendment directing the sub-committee to 
investigate ail the events relating to the contest 
or arising therefrom afUr the election, which 
wasagrefri to, alter some debate. The resolu­ 
tion was then adopted. 
The House thea went It to Committee of the 
Whole on the Oklahoma Territory bilL and 
without making much proer. ss the eommitiee 
rose and the House adjourned.
